ARCHBISHOP GORRI6AN LOST,

ALBANY, N. Y., Deo. 1.—The court of 


appeals decided against Archbishop Cor- 
rigauof New York this morning in a suit 
whereby Marie Uppjngton gains the title 
and possession of thirty-two lots of land 
on 156th street and* Boston, avenue New 
York. The property is valued over $60.- 


000. 


The land was deeded to the late Arch- 


bishop Hughes by Mary McDouough Da- 
veyin 1861 with the proviso that It be 
consecrated and a Catholic church built 
within a reasonable time. 
The land was 


allowed to lie idle till 1891 when action 
was begun, and then a small structure 
was built and dedicated as St. Peters 
church. 
A suit was brought for a viola- 


tion of "condition subsequent," and the 
supreme court dismissed it. The general 
term ordered a new trial which resulted 
in favor of Mrs. Uppington. The Arch- 
bishop appealed and now loses. 


BOSTON & MAINE FIRE,

BOSTON., Dec. 1.—Fire started this 


morning in the immense coal sheds of the 
Boston & Maine railroad situated near the 
state prison at Charleston. Four hours 
after the fire department was summoned, 
the flames were burning as fiercely as 
when discovered. 
Three alarms were 


sent out, bringing apparatus from all 
parts of the city. This precaution was 
because of the proximity of the Fiichburg 
property, to the Boston & Maiiw round 
houses and other buildings. 


A.3 a result of the fire no trains went in 


or out of Union station on the eastern 
division of the Boston & Maine this after- 
noon. It is estimated that over 150,000 
tons of coal are in the building and it 
looks as if the loss would be $80,000. The 
falling sheds 
blocked the Fitchburg 


tracks.

WASHINGTON, Deo. L—There will be 


but one more regular meeting; of the cabi- 
net before the assemblage of congress all 
members were present at today's meeting 
to discuss those portions of the forthcom- 
ing message by the president relative to 
the business of their respective depart- 
ments. 


The message is practically complete 


except that part which concerns the j 
Cuban question. la the natural order of 
things this subject, coming under the 
head of foreign relations, would occupy 
a most prominent place in the beginning 
of the message and so it might be expected 
to receive early treatment at the hands of 
the president. Still there is a gap in that 
part of the message, notwithstanding that 
many efforts have been made to close it, 
for the varying phases of the campaign 
now in progress in Cuba have changed 
considerably the views of Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Olney. 


Probably not till the end of the week 


will the missing paragraphs be supplied. As 
far as can be ascertained there exists no 
warrant 
for the assumption that the 


president has determined upon any 
change of policy.

James Royal Houghton, 


Stamford, Vt., loses one of its staunch 


and foremost citizens by the death of 
James Royal Houghton, which occurred 
at his home there at 1 o'clock this 
morning. The event had been anticipated 
for some time, as Mr. Houghton had been 
(or several months in a condition that 
was known to be incurable. 
He had sui' 


fered seriously from catarrh for some 
years, and about a year ago he underwent 
an operation for the removal of a polypus 
from the nose. 
About six months ago 


necrosis of the chej?k bone deveiooed, and 
despite the best efforts of medical skill his 
disease progressed rapidly until it reached 
:t stage which left no room to hope for 
recovery. 
His last days were made as 


comfortable as possible by skilled nursing 
and all that means or friends could pro- 
vide. So his life wore gradually away and 
when death came it was a welcome re- 
lease from hopeless suffering. 


Mr. Houghton was the son of James 


nndChloe Hough ton and mas born at 
Keadsboro, Vt., April 9,1832. His parents 
moved to Stamford when he was two 
years old and settled on the place now 
Oivned and occupied by A. W. Wilmarth. 
In that town Mr. Houghton grew to 
manhood receiving his education in the 
public schools and at Drury academy, one 
on January 1, 1855, when he was 23 years 
old, he married Lestina M. Hicks of Stam- 
ford. Their home has been in Stamford 
from that time, and for the last thirty 
years or more they have occupied the 
place where be died. 


When he was a young man Mr Hough 


ton and his brother, Mayor A. C. Hough- 
ton of this city, formed a copartnership 
under the firm name of A. C. Houghton & 
Co., and established the Houghton Chemi 
cal works in Stamford, tlie buildings for 
which were erected in tbe fall of 1865 
Ten or twelve years later A. C. Houghton 
sold his, interest to A. W. Wilmarth o 
Stamford and the firm name became J 
R. Houghtori & Co. This firm continued 
until 1881, when Mr. Houghton sold hii 
interest in the concern to his son, Charlei 
P. Houghton, and retired from activ< 
business. 


In politics Mr. Houghton was an iude 


pendent Democrat. He cast his flrst presi. 
dential vote for John C. Fremont and ha< 
usually supported Democratic principle*! 
and candidates, but this year be could no 
endorse the Chicago platform and ticket 
He was a firm believer in the principle o 
a sound currency,-and party ties and amV 
iations'could notswerve^him from a course 
h» believed to be right. To emphasize hi 
repudiation of the work of the Cbicagc 
convention he voted the Republican ticke 
at the Vermont state election and wouU 
have voted for McKinley had he been 
able to go to the polls. 


Mr. Houghton's character, 


and ability were such that he was many 
times called upon to serve his town in im 
portttut official capacities. He had servei 
as selectman for fifteen years at differen

Brief Sketch of tho Career of tbe Late

gents. Senor do Armas Cardenas re- 
cently Hsued a pnraphlet giving what 
purports to be an ncoount of hia at- 
tempt to becurc the consent of the 
Spanish government to the sale of 
Cuba to the insurgents for the sum of 
8100,'WO,0(10. In it he tells of his visiting 
Paris to toe persons who had relations 
with the Spanish authorities, he saw 
Count 
Casa Miranda, who is the 


husband of Mine. Christine Kil.son, 
the

knov, n 
singer, and the 


pamphlet gives tUe detnils of his visit 
to hi n. It says: "When I a''ilres,bed 
myself to the Count Casa Miranda he, 
to m/ surprise, request me to await in 
Paris, his return from Madrid, where 
he n ould go, he said, and lay the mat- 
ter before Premier Canovas. He went, 
nnl n-ithin six days he returned and 
informed me that the premier ivus 
ready to confer with me, providing 
I would g-uarantee that a proposition 
such as I haJ outlined would, if made 
by Spain, be accepteu by the Cubans 
in arms. I told the cownt that I woxild 
retin n to Xew York and obtain such a 
guar intee."

They only 
report skirmishes, in which the losses 
on either side are trifling. Rebels yes- 
terdny blew up the uinuicite bridge 
near Seiba Mecha, province of Jlatau- 
zas, -vhile a train was parsing over it. 
The armored oar attached to the train 
was wrecked and one soldeir wounded. 
Thds far 278 members of the Xanigo 
society, which is made up of criminals 
and ruffians of every description, have 
been exiled to the African panal colo- 
nies. This society was very afitive to- 
wards the close of the tan years' war, 
and its members have taken advantage- 
of the present condition of affairs to 
commit all manner of crimes. The au- 
thorHi-s are making1 every effort to 
extirpate them. An order has beeu is- 
sued by the jocal treasury to prevent 
the (xportation of tobacco grown in 
ttie provinces of Pinar del Rio and 
llav ma from the ports of the other 
provinces.

published to-day, Mr. Bryan presents

describes lis "the greatest iasue ever 
bubmltted to the American people in 
time of peace." The declaration of the 
rhicatjo convention in favor of the free 
coinage of silver forced upon the peo- 
ple of this country a study of the 
tnonoy question in general, and within 
the last four months more people have 
been simultaneously 
ongag-ed in its 


consideration than ever before In the 
Ustory of the wou-ld. The result of 
t'lis study Mr. Uryan declares to lie

[or the cause of bimetallism.'' Mr. 
Bryau regards it ae a significant f»ct 
that the silver sentiment was strong- 
est where the question had been lonjf- 
fst considered, tliat is to say, in the 
r/est and south. The gold sentiment 
prevailed iu the eastern btats, but 
even there, in Mr. Bryan's opin- 
ion, the cause of bimetallism, made 
tnore rapid progress than a^,' cause 
tvcr made in suchashuit time.
